None have réached a 
place where they can do without theg 
commodities, so all men are engaged, 
more or less, in acquiring money by 
which to gbtain the desired articles. 
With some this acquiring is a wild 
‘scramble, with little thought as to the 
rightness of the means if the end is 
‘obtained. With others the pursuit is 
more quite, for at best the object of 
their labor is to overcome conditions, 
which they*seem as yet unable to 
escape and which they would gladly 
avoid. For those in the first class the 
things sought are ends in themselves, 
while to those in the second the obp- 
jects of their labor are mere incidents, 
if not obstructions in the way of some- 
thing higher and better than the sat- 
isfaction of animal instincts.

The Albanian Case 


A snort time ago, it will be toga wer, 
Chekrezi, an official of the Albanian Society in America, 
addressed a protest to Henry Cabot Lodge, "Republican 
Senator “from Massachusetts, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, against “the resolution 
awarding to Greece the two southern Albanian provinces 
of Korytza and Aregryrocastro, that are misnamed as 
Northern Epirus, which was favorably reported by the 
committee on Mav 4.” If Mr. Chekrezi had concluded 
his protest here, no one could have taken exception to 
his action. Mr. Chekrezi, however, went on to complain 
that the representatives of these provinces were denied 
a hearing by the Foreign Relations Committee, and to 
appeal to the Senate and the people of the United States 
for vindication of their rights. 

The day after this protest was made public, it will be 
further remembered, the president of the Pan-Ipirotic 
Union in America, Mr. B. Miliones, addressed a letter 
to Mr. Lodge, controverting Mr. Chekrezi's statement 
that the Albanian representatives had been denied a hear- 
ing by the Foreign Relations C ommittee, and reminding 
Mr. Lodge of the actual facts. These were that, on 
Monday, September 2, 1919, the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee of the Senate granted a hearing to the Albanians 
at which the Albanian side of the Northern [:pirote ques- 
tion was presented at considerable length bythe repre- 
sentatives of the Albanians in Anierica, amongst whom 
were Mr. Chekrezi himself. 

Mr. Miliones gave chapter and verse for his ‘state- 
ments, and it 1s, of course, a matter of simple record, 
which anyone may verify for. himself by referring to the 
congressional records for that date, to be precise, the Con- 
eressional Record of the first session of the Sixty-lirst 
Congress, document No. 106. The statement of the 
Albanian case occupies some ten closely printed pages 
of the record. Mr. Chekrezi opened for the Albanians, 
and, addressing the chairman and members of the com- 
mittee, expressed “‘profound appreciation of the honor, 
as well as of the privilege, of being accorded a hearing 
on the Albanian problem before this committee.” Mr. 
Chekrezi then went on to deal at length with the question 
of northern Albania, following his remarks on that sub- 
ject with a statement on the question of Korytza and 
Northern Epirus. In this statement Mr. C hekrezi sought 
to show that the people of Korytza were overwhelmingly 
in favor of an Albanian Korytza. He complained that 
the real desires of these people were in danger of being 
frustrated by the Peace C onference, because Albania was 
not backed by any strong power; and he concluded with 
these words: “This is why we have received so gratefully 
the news that we would be given a hearing before this 
committee, that, in our eves, seems to be ‘the impartial 
Areopagus of the world.” Mr. Chekrezi was followed 
by Mr. Christo A. Datso, president and representative 
of the Albanian National Party, who put in a long and 
detailed statement on the matter; whilst, after Mr. Datso, 
the committee questioned Mr. Telford Ericson, another 
representative of the Albanians. These are the facts gf 
the case. How, in view of them, Mr. Chekrezi could 
contend that the Albanian representatives were not given 

a hearing is a question which may be left to Mr. Chekrezi. 
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Baron von Eckhardstein’ s Memoirs 


IT 1s, of course, a matter of common knowledge that, 
during the closing years of last century and the early 
years of the present century, one of the first desires and 
aims of British statesmanship was to reach some basis 
of cooperation with Germany. Later on, when anything 
in the nature of cooperation had been rendered im* 
possible by Germany herself, British statesmanship de- 
voted itself to securing at least a friendly understanding. 
All through that tense period, so little understood at the 
time, which intervened between the Moroccan crisis, in 
the summer of 1911, and the outbreak of the great war, 
this idea was never abandoned. It culminated in the 
tremendous effort of Sir Edward Grey, during the 
famous “twelve days” in 1914, to avert the calamity of 
a world war. 

As in all such matters of high diplomacy, however, 
the world outside the circle of diplomacy knew little of it. 
That British statesmen desired the friendship of Germany, 
and an understanding with her, was evident, but it was 
only by slow degrees that the very specific nature of these 
friendly overtures was disclosed. Baron von. [eckhard- 
stein, in his Memoirs, recently published in Berlin, at last 
makes a full statement on the subject. Certainly, few 
men could be better qualified to speak on such a question. 
For the baron, for many years before the war, was first 
secretary of the German Embassy in London, and one 
of the best known figures in diplomatic circles in the 
British capital. He “went everywhere and saw every 
one.” 7 
Baron von Eckhardstein is quite specific on the matter. 
He tells how, as far back as 1895, Lord Salisbury sought 
a definite understanding with the Kaiser direct, on board 
the latter’s yacht at Cowes; how, in 1898, Count Hatzfeld 
and Joseph Chamberlain were actually negotiating an 
alliance; how, in the autumn of 1899, shortly after the 
Samoan affair, Mr. Chamberlain continued the negotia- 
tions with Baron von [ckhardstein himself, and how, in 


1901, the possibilities of an AngloeGerman- Japanese alli- 


ance were seriously debated. 
Each time it was Germany which, either by dubious 


hesitation or open repudiation, prevented these attempts 


bachelor guests amused themselves by 


from coming to anything. Thus, Baron von Eckhard- 
Stein tells how, in 1901, everything appeared to be going 
well, when the Kaiser decided to intervene. Whether 
he was actually determined to wreck the proposal entirely 
it is impossible to say, but his action certainly had that 
result. He suddenly demanded; as a condition to con- 
tinuing the negotiations, reparation from Great Britain 
for certain German properties, alleged to have been 
destroyed in South Africa during the war which was 
then in progress; and, secondly, that Great Britain should 
consent to a monstrous proposal to compel China to double 
her harbor dues in order that the profits thus accruing 
might be exacted from the Chinese Government as a 
kind of indemnity for past misdemeanors. ‘The British 
Government pointed out the difficulty of acceding to the 
hrst demand whilst the war was in progress, and re- 
fused to have anything to do with the second. The ne- 
gotiations, consequently, as had been the case on pre- 
vious occasions, came to nothing, and it was about tlis 
time that Great Britain appears to have realized that Ger- 
many was definitely set on a policy of rivalry. Thus, 
after the breakdown of the rgor negotiations, Baron von 
I-ckhardstein records that King Edward said to him, “As 
vou know, I and most of my ministers would gladly 
have gone hand in hand with Germany in colonial and 
other questions, but it simply is impossible.” It re- 
mained, of course, impossible, as statesman after states- 
man found out to his cost. The great war clearly showed 
the reason why. 
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High Cost of Money 


In. A resolution passed, the other day, by the United 
States Senate the Federal Reserve Board was asked _ to 
furnish. information to the Senate as to what steps the 
board proposes to take to meet the inflation of currency 
and credit, and the consequent, high prices;.also. what 
measures the board intends to take to avoid the possi- 
bility of a money shortage when the crops of 1920 are 
to be moved. The fact is that the .apparent money 
shortage has become so severe throughout the world, 
and interest rates have risen so high, as already to have 
a very serious effect upon business. ; ' 

Conferences of the Nation’s leading bankers and 
statesmen are being held with a view of relieving the 
situation. Various measures have been proposed. In 
some cases there has been drastic liquidation of securi- 
ties. In fact, the selling of the government's Liberty 


Loan obligations has been so general that some of these - 


issues can now be bought on a basis to yield the investor 
6 per cent interest or more on his investment. Bond's 
of some of the leading corporations are selling at prices 
to yield anywhere from 7 to 12 per cent. ‘These prices 
all spell the high cost of money. That is to say that 
business men in need of funds must pay almost ex- 
orbitant rates to the banks for borrowings, no matter how 
gilt-edged their ‘collateral may be. The banks are-not 
altogether to blame. They have been obliged to put on 
the brakes because of the already over-extended credit 
situation. 

It is contended, with a considerable degree of reason, 
that inordinate speculation in commodities has most to 
do with the present very unfavorable situation. It is 
asserted also that increasing interest rates hamper legiti- 
mate business, and do not-seriously affect the speculator, 
far the reason that the speculator can readily afford to 
pay usurious rates if he is making enormous profits, 
whereas high interest rates become an.almost insurmount- 
able handicap to legitimate trade. Freight congestion 
throughout the United States, occasioned largely bv 
strikes, is an important factor in the present strained 
credit situation. 

In order to enable the Nation t avoid a crisis in the 
coming fall, and to resume its normal, peaceful course in 
business and industry, it seems absolutely necessary that 
both strikes and unnecessary speculation shall be elimi- 
nated. 


In Owen Wister’s Western Town 


A SCORE or more vears ago, Owen Wister wrote en- 
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tertainingly, in his book “The Virginian,” of the people 
in that remote section of the State of Wyoming known 
as Jackson's Hole. The scene of the story was laid there 
perhaps because Jackson’s Hole, even twenty years ago, 
was regarded as the most secluded and isolated region in 
a once unmeasured and unconquered frontier. Strange 
to relate, the place is no less remote and secluded today: 
The railroads, which have gradually invaded almost 
every valley in the great western country, have left 
Jackson far to one side. <A year or two ago it was an- 
nounced that a railroad line had been surv eyed and pro- 
jected into the section so long isolated, but today, as for 
many years, it is seventy- five: miles trom the nearest sta- 
tion to the former haunts of the “Virginian” and all 
the rest of the entertaining personages in the story, and 
the scene of the country dance, where the disappointed 
““scrambling”’ half 
a score or more of sleeping babies cached in the wood- 
shed while their elders went through the more or less 
stately measures of the quadrille and the Virginia reel. 


Jackson’s Hole, and the vicinity thereabout, have lone 
been “on the map,” as the saying is. Time was, not so 
long before Owen Wister wrote of that section and its 
people, when its seclusion and its comparative inaccessi- 
bility offered a rendezvous for the so-called outlaw ele- 
ments, the ‘undesirables’ whom society, for one reason 
or another, had cast off. This was not because the people 
who were proud to call Jackson their home invited the 
presence of this particular class. It was simply because 
it was in that remote country that the “gun men” and 
the outlawed offenders made their last stand against 
organized society. So no one is surprised that the little 
community has outgrown and overcome what at one 
time threatened to prove a somewhat serious handicap. 
This clarifying and purging process may seem to be 
slow and uncertain at times, and the fastidious and the 
over-zealous may become impatient and restive because 
the desired results are not at Once apparent. But Jack- 
son's Hole has been redeemed, and: that without the 
application of any radical remedy or vaunted cure-all. 
It has been redeemed from within and by a process and 
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method which the people of the town have found to be 
effective. One is inclined to wonder just what part the 
youngsters of Wisters story have plaved in this re- 
generation. They must have plaved a part! for every one 
who read the account of their strange expertences has 
always been certain that the “unscrambling” process was 
successful, that each of the children own 
home from the dance, and that all “lived happily ever 
afterward.” Of course the presumption is that these 
youngsters, now grown to the digmitted estate 
“citizens and voters, were in part responsible f 
result of the recent election in Jackson, in wh 
overwhelmingly decided to turn the entire government 
of the town oyer to women. So far as known, a similar 
decision has never been reached elsewhere in the United 
States, and Jackson remains, as it has been, 
unique. 

In Wyoming, as is well known, equal suffrage mghts 
have long been enjoved. Voting 1s no novelty to the 
women of that State, and thev have not been slow in 
making their streneth and influ in the Legisla- 
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once felt 
ture and in municipal governments. And yet it seemed 
to remain for Jackson’s Hole, redeemed, uplifted, and 
purged, to emphasize, picturesquely vet convincingly, the 
power of the ballot as the weapon of those who are de- 
termined to do their work effectively. Those who come 
to realize its ‘effectiveness need seek no compromise with 
the, reactionary, the radical, nor with the crafty disciples 
of nullification. The men and women who vote hold 
within thew; own hands a very simple and effective 
weapon. Ri
